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Bhode Island to find a place to erect his intended college, he found 
the countrymen, or, as they were termed, "the men in the woods," 
" grossly ignorant and uneducated," and very averse to strangers 
and their projects.' Nearly seventy years later the Duke de La 
Eochefoucauld-Lianoourt passed judgment upon the people gen- 
erally " as singularly illiterate," with scarcely a well-conducted free 
school, their public records being in greater disorder than that of 
any other of the States. The cause of this he ascribes to the sea- 
faring Hves led by the inhabitants, which carried the boys away 
from school and all opportunities for culture.

Note. 

It is calculated tliat one-third of the American people were loyalists during 
the Eevolution. They were especially strong in New York and South Carolina 
and Georgia. In Virginia the Tories were fewer than in any other of the 
States. In New England they were very strong. At the time of the evacua- 
tion of Boston, upwards of eleven hundred retired in a body. Among this 
number were many persons' of distinguished rank and consideration. Sabine 
puts the whole number who embarked at the different ports of Massachusetts, 
pending the controversy and during the war, at 2,000, "at the lowest compu- 
tation." He says that nearly all the officials of all grades held to the crown, 
but this remark does not apply to "Virginia. Nor, it seems, were there the 
same pretexts for impeaching the patriotism of the Virginia rebels. The 
descendants of loyalists used to say that Washington became a rebel because 
he was soured at not being retained in the British army, after his service in the 
French and Indian war. But the money consideration, as a motive, was 
seldom charged against the Whigs of Virginia; and if the thought obtruded 
itself upon Washington that by living and dying under colonial institutions he 
would live and die undistinguished, it was a reproach to the condition of 
things and not to one who wUl live for all time. Sabine shows, however, that 
many men of the North were not free from as pointless an attack. The ship- 
ping men of the North, who comprised the influential interests, were wholesale 
smugglers. A large portion of the signers of the Declaration of Independence 
were bred to trade, or the command of ships, and more than one of them was 
branded with the epithet of "smuggler." John Hancock, who was the first 
to affix his name to the Declaration of Independence, was at the time a defend- 
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ant in the admiralty court, in Buits of the crown, for nearly half a million of 
dollars as penalties alleged to hare been incurred for violations of the statute 
book. Sabine says: "If, therefore, the war of the Be volution had its origin 
in a long course of aggression upon the rights of the North, its successful issue 
was due in some measure to the more meritorious, because more disinterested 
exertions of the South." Sabine gives the names of eight hundred and thirty- 
six Tories of Massachusetts, and there are biographies of four hundred and 
ninety-five of the leading citizens in every walk of life. The wealth, the in- 
telligence, the social and official positions, were all held by the Tories. Of the 
four hundred and ninety-five men whose biographies are given, one hundred 
and forty were graduates of Harvard, and the remaining three hundred and 
fifty-five were just as conspicuous and distinguished. He gives sketches of 
fifty-nine Virginians, and in his fragments at the end of his two volumes there 
is a mere mention of fifty-six more, making one hundred and fifteen in all. 
But of this number very few held any ofiGlcial position. Many of them were 
Scotch merchants and recent immigrants, Virginians in name only. The 
most prominent office-holders who adhered to the crown were John Bandolph, 
the attorney-general of the colony, edacated, it is believed, at William and 
Mary, and buried in the college chapel, Kichard Corbin and Balph Wormeley, 
Jr., of the council, who were educated in England. The only two mentioned 
by Sabine as students of William and Mary who lent aid to the English cause 
were Christopher and Eobert Bobinson, who left the college during the Eevo- 
lution and ran off to the British. A list of the Virginia loyaUsts will be given 
In some future magazine. 



IjETTER op RALPH WORMELEY, JR., OF EOSEGILL.^ 

August 8, 1783. 
Hon. Chas. James Fox, London, : 

Sir, — ^I do not address this letter to you in the vain hope that it 
will be the means of introducing me to your correspondence, and 
that a man of your high engagements can withdraw yourself from 
them to a familiarity with me. It is as Secretary of State that I 
write to you, and expect to receive at your hands and through 
your representatives that justice I may rightly claim. 

The subject is the detention of my negroes at New York. I 
went to the Northward this summer with the intention of proceed- 
ing to New York and making personal application to the com- 
mander-in-chief for them, but was taken ill on the road, and heard 
from undoubted official authority in Philadelphia that none were 
restored to their owners. This is considered generally in America 
an infraction of the treaty, and whether Sir Guy Carleton, who is 
a man of business and of a clear reputation, has acted in this manner
